10. and 13 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). as being 
unpatentable over Brackett in view of Tanalca. Claims 8 and 11 stand lefected under 35 U.S.C. 
l(0(a)asbdngunpateniab]eoverTonri8awainvi6wofGuenthcr. Qaims 14and ISstandnsjecred- 
under 35 U.S.C lQ3(a) as being unpatentable over Bractett in view of Tanaka and further in view 
of Tomiaawa. TTieae rejections are moot in light of the amendments discussed above.
